INTRODUCTION. 



THE present year of grace, 1900, marks the 
five hundredth anniversary of the death 
of Geoffrey Chaucer, whose wonderfiil crea- 
tions have delighted all, from his day to our 
own, who have loved English Poetry. 

Following the example of former exhibitions, 
the Committee takes advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to bring together for the first time, in 
America at least, as many of the representa- 
tive editions of the works of the Father of 
English Poetry as can be found in the collec- 
tions of the members of the Grolier Club. 

No apology seems necessary for the absence 
fi-om this exhibition of so many of the early 
and rare volumes which can be found in the 
bibliographies, but not, alas i in our libraries. 

One of the earliest productions of Caxton's 
Press was an edition of the ''Canterbury 
Tales," issued probably in 1478. This was 



followed about 14S4 by a second edition, re- 
producing — so the critics tell us — a better 
manuscript. The "Canterbury Tales" were 
also printed by Wynkyn de Worde in 1498, 
and by Richard Pynson about 1493 and in 
1526. 

"Troylus and Cresyde" and other minor 
works were printed by Caxton, Wynkyn de 
Worde and Pynson. 

The first collective edition was printed by 
Thomas Godfiray in 1532, and thereafter fol- 
lowed numerous blackletter editions until the 
final one of 1687. 

The editions of Caxton, Wynk)m de Worde 
and Pynson are very rare and are practically 
never seen in the market. The Committee 
therefore feels that the "editio princeps" of 
the " Canterbury Tales " printed by Caxton, 
and Wynk)m de Worde's " Troylus and Cres- 
yde" of 15 1 7 which appear in the present ex- 
hibition, will afford rare pleasure to those who 
love and value old books. 

Beginning with the Thomas Godfray edition 
of 1532, the noble blackletter folios follow in 
regtilar order — and last, though by no means 
least, the Kelmscott Press Chaucer, the great- 
est production of the late William Morris's 
work as a printer, will be found side by side 
with the editions of the early printers — and 
boldly challenging comparison. 
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The first critical attempt to edit Chaucer 
was made by Thomas Tyrwhitt in 1775. His 
original edition, as well as the later impres- 
sions published by Pickering, are here ex- 
hibited; and also the latest and ripest results 
of critical investigation of original manuscripts 
in the editions of Skeat and Pollard. No 
Chaucer exhibition would be complete with- 
out Blake's quaint " Canterbury Pilgrims," and 
the rival plate after Stothard is also here in 
both unfinished etching and completed proof. 

The addition of a fairly representative col- 
lection of the various engraved portraits of 
Chaucer will, it is hoped, be a pleasant feature. 
The best portraits of him are based on the 
portrait which his follower Thomas Hoccleve 
caused to be painted on one of the leaves of 
his own "Regement of Princes," now pre- 
served in the British Museum. Other portraits 
exist, but are less carefully drawn. They serve, 
however, by their general resemblance, to show 
us that the one which we owe to the piety ot 
Hoccleve is no mere fancy sketch. 

The compilers of this catalogue wish to ex- 
press their indebtedness to Prof. Lounsbury 
for the many excellent notes extracted from 
his invaluable ^' Studies in Chaucer."

Small folio, in Type No. 2 (according to William 
Blades), without folios, signatures, or catch- 
words. Apparently issued as 374 leaves, of 
which leaves i, 266, and 374 were blank; or, 
in other words, as 47 sheets of eight leaves 
each, except the thirty-third which had ten, 
the fortieth which had six, and the forty- 
seventh which had six leaves. 

First edition of the first great English poet, printed 
by the first of English printers. It is not only one 
of Caxton's earliest and rarest books (only eleven copies 
are known) ; from a literary view-point, it is emphati- 
cally the chief production of his press. Blades placed 
it under No. 12 in his list of Caxton's books, but as 
he considered that the first seven articles in his list 
were all produced by Colard Mansion at Bruges be- 
tween 1474 and 1478, and as Caxton returned to Eng- 
land in 1476, and remained there until his death, this 
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first edition of Chaucer would be, therefore, the fifth 
book printed by Caxton. In any case the first year 
of Caxton's activity as a Westminster printer is not 
likely to have begun before the opening of 1477 and 
may have included a part of 1478. He produced in 
1477-78, in addition to two or three smaller things, the 
Dictes and Sayings of the Philosophers, the Jason, and 
the Chaucer.

This second edition, Caxton tells us, was printed six 
years after the first. Taking 1478 as about the date for 
the first, that will give about 1484 for this. 

Professor T. R. Lounsbury, in his ''Studies in 
Chaucer " (New York, 1892), notes that the manuscript 
from which the first edition was set up was a wretched 
one. " Six years later," he says, " Caxton brought out 
a second edition from another manuscript. His reason 
for doing this shows there must have been at the time 
a body of students who recognized the existence of cor> 
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ruptions in the copies, and were laudably interested in 
preserving the text of the poet in its purity. These 
men found a congenial spirit in the old printer, who 
was willing to go to a good deal of trouble and expense 
'for to satisfy the author/ as he somewhat quaintly 
puts it.*'

This is said to be the only work published by God- 
fray with a date. " The Canterbury Tales " were pub- 
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lished before by Cazton, Wynkyn de Worde, and Pyn- 
son, and some of the minor works were printed by the 
same men ; but this was the first attempt to collect 
Chaucer's whole works into one volume. 

*' It was not, however, till 1532 that the attempt was 
made to include all of Chaucer's productions, whether 
in prose or verse, in one volume. This book was 
printed by Godfray, and was brought out under the 
editorial supervision of Francis Thynne, chief cook of 
the kitchen to King Henry VIII. It is an edition of 
great importance. Its text remained for two centuries 
and a half the standard text of the ' Canterbury Tales.' 
For the remaining poems, it has been until a compar- 
atively late period the best text, and as it was the one 
usually reprinted, it remained for the vast majority 
of readers the only accessible text."

This edition is often thought to be identical with the 
undated edition, but it is quite distinct and far rarer. 
The contents are the same as in the edition of 1532, 
with the addition, however, of the spurious " Plowman's 
Tale " as the last eight leaves of " The Canterbury 
Tales." It first appeared in print in this edition. 

*' Thynne's edition was reprinted in 1542, with the ad- 
dition of the spurious < Plowman's Tale.' After that 
the ordinary bibliographies represent it as reprinted in 
1546 and in 1555. But there are no editions of these 
years." — Lounsbury^s " Studies in Chaucer"

This edition contains the same matter as the 1542 
volume, bat the " Plowman's Tale " is shifted to its 
place before (instead of after) the " Parson's Tale." It 
appears with four different imprints in the colophon — 
Pelit, Toye, Kele, and Bonham — and seems to have 
been their joint undertaking. It was formerly consid- 
ered to have been printed prior lo the edition of 1542, 
and in some catalogues has been confounded with that 
edition, though really differing widely from it, having 
only two woodcuts instead of twenty-one. At the be- 
ginning of the tales is a rude woodcut of a knight on 
horseback. This is repeated in the editions of 1561, 
59S, and 1602. The best recent authorities place this 
dition about 1550. 

The following extract from aprivate letter of Prof. T. 
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R. Lounsbury, of Yale University, in reference to this 
edition, has great interest : 

** Sometime between 1542 and 1561 appeared an un- 
dated edition, which has been variously assigned to 
1545, or 1550, or 1555. Nobody knows exactly when 
it appeared. In its publication four printers evidently 
shared, as their names appear in the colophon of differ- 
ent copies. These were Bonham, Kele, Petit, and 
Toye. This edition can be distinguished from the pre- 
ceding edition [1542], not only by its being undated, 
but by the fact that the spurious ' Plowman's Tale ' is 
inserted df/ore the * Parson's Tale.' In order to insert 
this the line 

' By that the manciple had his tale ended ' 

is changed into 

* By that the plowman,' etc., 

in the beginning of tHe prologue to the * Parson's Tale.' "

The title is in a woodcut border, the top of which rep- 
resents a king (probably Edward VI.) sitting in council. 
In the Prologue are twenty-six woodcuts of the Pil- 
grims, which seem to have been printed from old 
blocks — probably those used in Pynson's edition of 
"The Canterbury Tales." They show former use, and 
are rudely cut. For this reason they were probably 
canceled, and very few copies containing them appear to 
exist. There are added in this edition fourteen leaves 
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of Ballades, Court of Love, etc., at the end of the con- 
tents of Chaucer's works as they appear in the 1542 
edition. Lydgate's poem makes a further supplement 
of twenty-three leaves. 

** In 1561 appeared a volume embracing the collected 
works of Chaucer. This is usually spoken of as hav- 
ing been edited by Stow. It seems rather to have 
been merely a publication of the booksellers, to which 
that antiquary was authorized to add productions of the 
poet that he found still unprinted. It did not differ, at 
least to any marked extent, from the preceding collections 
by changes made in the text; but the whole number of 
poems was a good deal augmented.*'

It differed from 
all that had gone before in several particulars, especially 
in containing a life of the poet, an account of his writ* 
ingSy an argument prefixed to every piece, and a glos- 
sary of the obsolete words and significations. Thomas 
Speght is commonly spoken of as its editor. He has a 
right, after a fashion, to whatever distinction belongs 
to the title. Still, there is no reason to doubt that the 
use of his services was an after-thought, and that the 
work was originally intended to be nothing more than 
a bookseller's reprint of the previous edition. That 
Stow was also consulted in its preparation is unques- 
tionable. That he contributed a good deal to it we 
know from his own testimony."

" Francis Thynne [son of the editor of the ' Workes* 
of 1532] gave his aid to perfecting this second edition. 
The new glossary that was prepared was nearly double 
the size of the one that had been contained in the folio 
of 1598. There were also several slight changes made 
in the preliminary matter, mainly, however, in the way 
of addition. Even the dramatist Beaumont's letter, 
though continuing to bear the same date of June, 1597, 
was in places retouched and enlarged."
